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PERISH IN FLAMES 


Ten People Burned to Death at Con- 
derkerque, France. 


EXPLODING PETROLEUM RESERVOIRS 
CAUSE THE CALAMITY. 


A Refinery\in Ruins, Many Other Build- 
ings Burned and the Fire Beyond Con- 
trol —Newfoundlanders Dissatisfied 
With the Action of the Legislature— 
Old World News. | 


DUNKIRK, Muy 27, 10a.m.—The fire which 
broke out yesterday in the petroleum refinery 
at Conderkerque turns out tobe ofa much 
more serious nature than was at first sup- 
posed. Ten people have been burned 
to death and the fames are still spreading. 
Many houses which surround the refinery 
have been burned to the ground. As 
this dispatch is sent the, utmost anxiety 
prevails among the firemen and others 
in the neighborhood of the fire. There are 
eight large petroleum reservoirs adjoining 
the scene of the conflagration,and it is feared 
that they will explode and cause more dam- 
age and loss of life. 

4p. m.—The fire at the petroleum refineries 
of Conderkerque has been extinguished. The 
damage amounts to $75,000. A man who was 
escaping from a burning building was caught 
by the flames and cremated before the eyes 
of the spectators, who were powerless to 
save him. 


WHIPPED INTO LINE. 
THE NEWFOUNDLAND LEGISLATURE ADOPTS A 

N LOCAL COERCION ACT. : 

St. Jos, Newfoundland, May 27.—The 
House of Assembly met on Saturday for the 
purpose of passing a local coercion act, iden- 
tical with the Imperial act, with the excep- 
tion ofa provision that it shall be enforced 
one year only. The provision is considered a 
blind. Morine, one of the delegates to Lon- 
don, protested against passing the Imperial 
act. He arrived on Wednesday on the Allan 
steamer from England, and made a long 
statement on Friday night before both 
houses of the Legislature with closed doors. 
The anti-coercion members protested against 
keeping the public out, but were outvoted. 

At the close of his speech Morine gave notice 
that he would introduce a coercion bill. The 
rules of the Assembly having been suspended, 
the bill was rushed through its first and sec- 
ond reading, and afterwards passed the com- 
mittee stage. Morine, styling himself the 
leader of the opposition, was unable to geta 
single member of his party to follow him. 
The government party, which a few days 
ago passed resolutions denouncing local 
coercion and repudiating the delegates’ un- 
authorized proposals under Whiteway’s 
threat of dissolution, voted to give the o- 
cers the right to remove persons and prop- 
erty of every description on the so-called 
French shore, enforcing the modus vivendi 
and accepting the lobster arbitration. | 

Great indignation prevails at this reversal 
of policy by the delegates. Most of the mem- 
hers stayedaway. Only fourteen voted for 
and five against coercion in the Assembly. 
out of thirty-six members. The position 
the people generally take is that if coercion 
measures be adopted the Imperial authort- 
ties should bearthe expense and assume the 
responsibility and odium of cutting down the 
halyards from the flagstaffs of the colonial 
building. 

The Government created a sensation by 
discharging seven of the Fortune Bay pris- 
oners. One of the ring leaders, Hynes, is to 
be tried for carrying bait to St. Pierre. 
Stewart, the ring-leader, is still at large. 
Since the agitation commenced public indig- 
nation has never been so intense as at pres- 
ent. The Daily.Colonist, voicing public senti- 
ment, says that the back-down is cowardly 
and contemptible, Newfoundland being 
scourged with scorpions and by masked ex- 
ecutioners for the purpose of making her 
accept confederation. 

At the request of English Liberal leaders 
the Assembly late last night recommitted the 
local coercion bill for the purpose of enacting 
that it be enforced till the end of 1893, instead 
of one year. 

On division in the Assembly, held again 
with closed doors, Government mem- 
bers, Studdy, Finance Minister, Dowd and 
Duffy voted with the anti-coercionists.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. * 

OTTawa, Ontario, May 27.—A careful exam- 
ination of the monthly statements of the im- 
ports and exports prepared by the customs 
department during the past ten months, and 
a comparison with the corresponding period 
last year show where the falling off in im- 
ports, and the increase of exports have been 
brought about. The importation of woolens 
has fallen off to the extent of 
$1,100,000; manufactures of iron and steel, 
570, 00; provisions, $700,000; silks, $400,000, and 
spirits, $100,000. There are some noticeable 
increases in exports. The products of the 
mine make a better showing than last year 
to the extent of $900,000; fisheries increased, 
$740,000; animals and their products, $700,000; 
agricultural produce, $1,125,000; manufact- 
ures, $450,000@ There are two large items of 
decreases—forest products, $2,000,000, due to 
stagnation in the lumber and timber trades, 
and coin and bullion, $1,600,000.

BRIGGS’ CHAMPION. 


Rev. Dr. Parkhurst in- Detroit Ready for 
the Fight. 


HIS SERMON SHAKING UP PRINCETON 
CHANGES THE SITUATION. 


The General Assembly May Orush Dr. 
Briggs, but Not His Spirit—Report of 
the Board of Foreign Missions—Consent 
to Dr. Phillips Brooks’ Consecration— 
Religious News. 


DETROIT, Mich., May N. - Rev. Dr. Park - 
hurst, pastor of the Madison Square Presby- 
terian Church, New York, whose sermon Sun 
day in favor of Dr. Brigas attracted so much 
attention, arrived here last night, to be on 
the ground for Briggs’ defense when the case 
comes up in the Presbyterian Assembly, The 
Parkhurst sermon has rather altered the 
aspect of the Briggs case. A leading mem- 
ber of the assembly gave out that 
arrangements had been made last 
Saturday whereby the whole case was 
to go over until the next meeting ot the 
General Assembly , but the Parkhurst sermon, 
in which he gave Prinecton such a lively 
shaking up, had quite changed the situation, 
and the probabilities now are that the Briggs 
case will be handled without gloves. In an 
interview here Dr. Parkhurst reiterated his 
belief in his statement of last Sunday. He 
qualified it, however, as follows: 

Tam willing to concede, as a friend of Dr. 
Briggs, that he has been strangely unfortu- 
nate in his expressions, has talked and writ- 
ten altogether too much, and while thorough- 
ly opposed to dogmatism, has been one of the 
most dogmatic men in the world. I 
have told Dr. Briggs that every 
time he writes a book he ought 
to attach a glossary toitso that his readers 
ean understand the sense in which he uses 
certain words. And 801 attribute all of his 
trouble to that unfortunate, unfelicitious way 
that he has of writing things that are suscep- 
tible ofafar different construction than he 
intended having placed upon them, and of 
saying and writing thing without exercising 
proper care. 

E Dr. Hitchcock, President of the Union 
Seminary, had uttered the words that have 
caused such an onslaughton Dr. Briggs they 
would never have caused a ripple. Ifthe 
General Assembly condemns Dr. Briggs it is 
simply going to drive some ot our brightest 
and best minds out of the Presbyterian 
Church, for, as I saidin my sermon last Sun- 
day, the question that is on the lips 
of thousands of young men who are on 
the threshold of the ministry, is: ‘Can I re- 
tain my intellectual self-respect?’ My own 
idea is there is plenty of room for cerebration 
within the limits of Presbyterian principles. 
The great trouble is that Dr. Briggs’ critics 
have fired at him from long range, and in 
many instances without understanding the 
facts in the matter at all. One distinguished 
minister wrote a three-column articie attack- 
ing Dr. Briggsand afterwards admitted that 
he had not read Briggs’ inaugural or even 
seen it. 

There is this about it all: They may crush 
Briggs, but they cannot crush the spirit he 
represents.

The Charred Remains of the Victims of 
a Tragedy. 


A DESPONDENT WOMAN KILLS HER 
THREE CHILDREN AND HERSELF. 


The Tragic Aftair Discovered by the Burn- 
ing of a House at Topeka, Kan.—Mur- 
dered by Fishermen—Lynching of a 
Negro Murderer—Mystery at Farming- 
ton—Criminal Calendar. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 2.—The Star: 
Topeka (Kan.) special says: A small four- 
room frame residence at the cor- 
ner of Buchanan avenue and 
Gordon street, burned down 
this morning. Inthe ruins were found the 
charred remains of Mrs. W. A.Uptegroff,aged 
B, and her three children, all girls, aged 
from 15 months to s years. All the surround- 
ing circumstances point to a deliberate 
and carefully planned triple murder and 
suicide. The scene of the tragedy is 
in a sparsely settiea portion of 
North Topeka, among an ignorant class of 
day laborers. The fire was discovered about 
100’clock. The house was supposed by the 
neighbors to be uninhabited. It has been 
learned that the family moved into 
the house abouta month ago. The father is 
a teamster and left home early this morning 
to hunt work. He had not had any 
work nee he moved here and 
both he and his wife have been very despond - 
ent. He was found about 11 o’clock and told 
of the terrible fate of his family. In a half 
crazy condition he put whip to his 
horses and hastened them to the 
spot. When he arrived he could only talk in 
an incoherent manner, and could give no in- 
oe whatever to throw light on the

FOULLY MURDERED. 


THE FOUR MEN DROWNED IN THE HACKENSACK 
RIVER. 

New Ton. May 27.—The police of New- 
ark, N. J., are disturbed over the new and 
startling developments in the recent drown- 
ing of four men in the Hackensack River. It 
was supposed that the boat in which the men 
were fishing was accidentally upset and the 
darkness and fog prevented them from see - 
ing the shore, but now a relative of one of 
them claims that they were attacked by 
fishermen on whose grounds the boat was 
floated, and lost their lives in the fight which 
ensued. Woundsonthe bodies of the vic- 
tims indicate violence and bear out this the- 
ory. The men disappeared on the night of 
May 16, and their bodies were found during 
the ensuing week. The police have begun an 
investigation, which thus far has revealed 
enough to satisfy them that there was a fight 
on the fishing grounds, but which of the 
numerous fishermen were connected in it 
they have not“ yet discovered. The sudden 
taking off of the four men leaves four widows 
and seventeen children without means of 
support. 


WAS HE MURDERED? 


THE MYSTERY OF MARTIN BURBAUGH’S DISs-

baugh, an old man anda pauper, had been 
missing for three months. Yesterday his re- 
mains were found within three hundred 
yards of his son’s residence. The head was 
separated from the body and the latter was 
badly dec omposed. His son, Nicholas Bur- 
baugh, says that he has often been within 
fifteen feet of the place where the body was 
found, but had never suspected his proximity 
to his father’s corpse. The Coroner is now 
holding an inquest over the body.

Architects Asked to Submit Designs 
for the New Union Depot. 


A SET OF INSTRUCTIONS WHICH TELL 


WHAT THE DEPOT WILL BE. 


Magnificent Buildings, Equipped With All 


Conveniences, Will Be Erected at the 
Railroad Terminus—A Detailed Sketch 
of the New Building—When Work Will 
Be Begun. 


It will probably be a year before the corneér- 
stone of the new Union Depot ts laid, but the 
St. Louis Terminal Board is actively at work, 
and since the passage of the ordinance 
ho time has been lost. The stories 
that have been heard, that the plans had 
been selected and work was to begin on July 
lare not true. They are founded on the ac- 
tion of the board in calling for designs from 
architects who desire to enter their plans in 
competition, and the plans must all 
be submitted by July 
be some time after 
work of construction is begun. The 
building was seriously delayed by the City 
Council. The ordinance passedin behalf of 
the depot was delayed for some time and the 


q possession of the

PRESIDENT RIEBENACK’S ADDRESS ON 
OPENING THE CONVENTION.

He Reviews the Result of Their Labors 
at the Cape May Convention—Several 
Important Matters to Come Up for Con- 
sideration During the Session—Confer- 
ence Committee’s Report. 


The Association of American Railway Ac 
counting officers, with nearly 300 delegates in 
attendance, met at the Southern Hotel this 
morning in third annual session, with M. 
Riebenack of the Pennsylvania road, the 
President of the Association, in the chair, 
Mr.Phillips of Chicago, the Secretary, was also 
in attendance. A most general interest was 
manifested at this, the opening session, as 
there are several important matters ing 
up for consideration, including report OF the 
Executive Committee, the members of which 
think there is a possibility of unification, 
but do not report upon any method 
by which such a thing could be accomplished. 
The President announced from the chair that 
the work of unification which was to be 
undertaken was a most vital one, and should 
meet with careful and considerate attention. 

One hundred and eighty-six railroads, in- 
cluding nearly every one of the larger sys- 
tems, have representatives on hand, and any 
action taken will be carried out by the roads 
without doubt. Itis generally conceded that 
the business coming before the association at 
this time contains some very delicate ques- 
tions, which must receive careful and con- 
siderate attention. 

The convention will last to-day, with a 
night session, and most probably all day 
to-morrow. The officers claim that all bus- 
iness will be completed to-morrow, but 
whether more than a morning session will 
be required is not known. 

PRESIDENT RIEBENACK’ ADDRESS. 

M. Riebenack, President of the association, 
made Quite alengthy address, in the course 
of which he said: 

‘‘Our third annual convention finds us 
in the full strength fof a vigorous or- 
ganization. It has passed its in- 
fant trials, and now stands prepared to 
prosecute its mission fearlessly and with 
confidence. Its increasing membership and 
the unabated interest felt in the great work 
of improving the accounting methods of the 
corporations controlling the transportation 
traffic of this continent is most encouraging, 
and the extent of its future usefulness is cer- 
tainly beyond estimate. 

Proceeding, the President gave a resume of 
the work of the association since its organ- 
ization three years ago, and recommended 
that the Secretary be instructed to have 
printed a complete report of the work that 
has been done up to the present time. 

Continuing, he said that the results of the 
labors at Cape May were fully as important 
asany of those which have followed, and 
briefly summarized the work that has been 
accomplished, saying that it has been estab- 
lished that the delivery road should 
collect the full amount at the 
through rate shown on the manifest and ac- 
count to each road in interest for its propor- 
tion. Proceeding on this question, the 
speaker said: ‘‘Where weights cannot be 
ascertained in time for current settlements, 
the same shall be made at the manifest 
weight, and the excess or recess be adjusted 
in next settlement.’’ 

He held that the return overpayments 
should be left to the company on which the 
shipment originated, and also uniformity in 
the method of filing up monthly abstracts 
and sheets, the settlement of correction by 
the receiving railroadand having manifests 
accounted for up to and including the 10th of 
the following month. He recommended that 
standard blanks be adopted for reporting 
corrections to be made in coupon ticket sales 
and excessive baggage collections. 

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Directly after the President’s address the 
proposed amendments to the constitution 
were considered. Art. 9, which read: 
„There shall be two standing committees on 
freight accounts, and a standing committee 
on passenger accounts, each of which shall 
consist of fifteen members, eight of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, was amended to 
read as follows:

The object of this is to give the 
conductor as little trouble as possible in 
making returns, having under the proposed 
new system only to enter the numbers which 
ars stamped on the back. A sample of this is 
presented by the Denver & California Rall- 
road, the issuing company being numbered 
404, while the issuing ticket agent is known 
by the number 1,354. | 
This scheme greatly simplifies matters, and 
is presented by M. Riebenack, Chairman of 
the committee. from this association which 
conferred with the Convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of Passenger Agents which 
convened at Denver, Sept. 16, 1890. 
The same committee think that the 
same settlement in matter of ac- 
counts should be made for prepaid 
orders as for tickets, which would include the 
issuing by the original shipper ofa descrip- 
tion of the order drawn upon the foreign 
road’s agent, ‘‘including also the amount, if 
any, in cash, the delivery of which has been 
requested.’’ The report also recommends 
that the orders be printed on safty paper with 
an enameled surface. The report says 
that the issuing of orders for cash in addi- 
tion to tickets should be discountenanced 
and the person requesting the same to be 
directed to houses or concerns which will 
transact such business, as otherwise jcon- 
fusion and trouble is created. 

According to this report, which will most 
probably be 174 the editor of the Oficial 
Railway Guide will be asked to assign a num- 
ber to each railroad for use on tickets. The 
Conference Committee was composed of 
Messrs. M. Riebenack, chairman; A. Doug- 
las, W. N. D. Winne, F. O. Waldo, and P.

\ PROF, CHARLES WILLIAM NAEGELI. 

BERLIN, May 27.—Prof. Charles William 
Naegell, the distinguished German botanist 
is dead. Prof. Naegeli was born in 1817 and 
was educated in the universities of Zurich, 
Geneva and Berlin. His writings are among 
the most valuable contributions to the litera- 
ture of the science of botany. 

DROPPED DEAD.

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ST. LOUIS TIN PLATE. 


Those who doubt the possibility of manu- 
facturing tin plate in St. Louis at a 
profit undera tariff that raises the price 
2 1-5 cents a pound over the cost of the im- 
ported article, can easily ascertain facts 
which should convince them that it will 
pay the St. Louis Stamping Co. to go into 
the business on a large scale. 

The increased price of tin plate means in- 
creased consumption of granite iron-ware 
and galvanized sheet-iron, and increased 
profit on the output of both. Therefore, 
it is not to be expected that the St. Louis 
Stamping Co. will devote any part of its 
present rolling mill plant to the production 
of plates for tinning. It will make“ 
enough onan increased output of its former 
products to more than balance any possible 
loss it might incur by increasing its rolling 
mill capacity for the purpose of adding 
to its former business the manufacture of 
tin-plate at present and prospective prices. 
And it is only by establishing the manu- 
facture of tin-plate, as they promised, 
that the men engaged in the granite iron 

S. i 1 
and galvanized iron business can hope to 
have the new tin-tax continued as an in- 
cidental benefit to their iron trade. 

But aside from this incidental compensa- 
tion which they derive from the new tin- 
tax, the St. Louis “Stamping Co. have 
cheaper coal than the English tin-plate 
makers and, with cheap Southern pig-iron 
and steel billets in easy reach, ought to be 
able to turn out tin plates at a cost not 
exceeding that of British tin-plate ad- 
mitted free, but delivered here with trans- 
portation charges all the way from Wales 
added. A tariff subsidy in the shape ofa 
21-5 cents a pound tax on the consump- 
tion of tin-plate should therefore insure 
them a very handsome profit. 

Nor is there any danger that competition 
among American manufacturers will force 
them to charge less than the tariff enables 
them to extort from American consumers. 
They took good care to form the Tinned- 
Plate Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States“ before théy manufactured 
any tin plate. That was the first step in 
the business, as it is in every tariff pro- 
tected business. They will pocket all that 
the tariff allows them to demand for their 
product, and British competition will not 
be able to prevent them while the new tin 
tax remains and the present cost of iron, 
coal and labor remains unchanged in Wales 
and in the vicinity of St. Louis.

AN UNINTENTIONAL REFORMER. 


Corporal TANNER is not a civil service 
reformer, but has a high partisan con- 
tempt for the men who are laboring for the 
adoption of the merit system in govern- 
mental employment, yet in a recent inter- 
view on the Pension Office he has put in a 
fine stroke for civil service reform. 

In this interview he declares that the 
pension bureau needs a cleansing,and until 
it is cleansed no man can satisfactorily con- 
duct its business. He says: There is a good 
deal of dead timber there in the shape of 
helpless and useless clerks;’’ that ‘‘the 
Pension Office is used by some public men 
as an asylum where they can place their 
impecunious and almost helpless friends 
and constituents and have them cared for 
at the public expense;’’ that ‘‘there are 
spies, conspirators, liars and worse to be 
found employed there; that of the 
enormous sums paid for salaries in the 
office it is not known how much goes 
into the pockets of incompetent clerks 
forced upon the Commissioner by political 
and social influence.’’ 

In drawing this graphic picture of the 
vicious results of the spoils system, the 
Corporal’s loose tongue is unintentionally 
employed in the service of reform. No 
severer indictment of that system could be 
drawn, and what is true of the Pension 
Office is true in greater or less degree of 
every department of the Government in 
which it freely operates. The remedy 
suggested by TANNER for these rotten con- 
ditions is to place the entire power of ap- 
pointment in the handsof the Commis- 
sioner, but this would not clear the de- 
partment of unworthy political and social 
influences, and thisremedy is discredited 
at the outset by the fact that the worst 
offenders in the Pension Office are Com- 
sioner RAUM’s own son and his particular 
friends. 4 

The logic of the facts leads inevitably to 
the utter condemnation of the spoils sys- 
tem as vicious at the core and the approval 
of the merit system as the only means of 
securing independence in heads of depart- 
ments and efficient service from subor- 
dinates.

Tax- 
ation in behalf of favored interests, the solic- 
itous care of the banks, spendthrift gifts to 
railroad corporations, grants to subsidy 
hunters—all these have produced a radical 
and revolutionary movement, just as the 
greed of the protected manufacturers has 
transformed many moderate revenue re 
formers into absolute free traders, France is 
not the only country that has learned tnat 
the people can be pushed to the wall. There 
will be no revolution here, but there will be 
reform and a change. Such a convention as 
that which organized the ‘‘People’s Party’’ 
is significant of a deep and strong revolt 
against the party which has devoted its en- 
ergies to the enrichment of the few at the ex- 
pense of the many. 


The Pursuit of the Etata. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

We have no more right to pursue or capture 
the Etata on the high seas fora violation of 
our neutrality laws than we would have to 
pursue a fugitive from justice into Canada. 
We never maintained that Great Britain 
ought to have pursued the Alabama on the 
high seas and helped us tocatch her. What 
we maintained and made good was that the 
minute she got out of British jurisdiction—that 
is, passed the three-mile limit—Great Britain 
became liable to us for the damage she did on 
her cruise. The Etata has in like manner got 
out of our jurisdiction, and we have no legal 
rightto meddle with her, or anybody on 
board of her, untl she again comes within 
our jurisdiction. What would render it all 
the more inexcusable isthe serious doubts 
which still exist as to which is the legitimate 
government of Chili. It is probably a doubt 
which no examination our Government could 
make ofthe Chilian Constitution would re- 
move, and must probably be left for settle- 
ment by the Zertune of war. 


Evading the Tariff on Pearl Buttons. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

The pearl button industry which was fos- 
tered by the McKinley bill and has grown 
considerably in Philadelphia, is threatened 
with annihilation through what the manu- 
facturers claim isan evasion of the tariff. 
Pearl buttons, which are completed all to 
having the holes punched in them and are 
**dldanks,’’ are now imported and the duty 
evaded. Drilling holes in the disks is all 
that is required to place them a complete 
button on the market. To do this would cost 
about 2cents a gross, To illustrate it better, 
buttons cost the manufacturers here $1.25 a 
gross, but the importers can sell the 
**blanks’’ imported by them, after the holes 
have been punched imthem here, for 88 cents 
a gross.

READING REPORTS. 


The Second Day’s Session of the Epis- 
copal Convention. 


BISHOP TUTTLE SUBMITS HIS LIST OF 
STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham'Resigns His Position 
as Librarian—Treasurer Wallace Dela- 
field’s Reports Shows a Surplus—Re- 
ports of Committees on Constitution 
and Changes in the Prayer-Book. 


The delegates to the conference of the 
Episcopal Church of Missouri assembled at 
Christ Church Cathedral, Thirteenth and 
Locust street, at 9 o’clock this morning. 
Morning prayer was thé first order of ser- 
vices, and was conducted in the Cathedral. 
Rev. Carroll M. Davis, senior assistant to 
Dr. Schuyler, Dean of the Cathedral, and 
Rev. G. Tuckerman of Chicago led 
the devotions, which occupied halfan hour. 

The convention was called to order at 10:30 
by Bishop Tuttle, the regular open- 
ing hour being extended to allow 
delegates who had arrived since 
yesterday time to recognise old acquaint- 
tances. The roll was called,showinga some- 
what better attendance than yesterday. A 
number of visitors were in attendance, 
among whom were several ladies, The 
minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were 
then read. Bishop Tuttle then announced 
that he desired, with the permission of the 
convention, to substitute the name of J. B. 
Gazzam for C. S. Freeborn on the committee 
appointed to arrange for the change of the 
fiscal year. A vote was taken and the 
minutes changed. The minutes were then 
adopted. Bishop Tuttle then. read his ap- 
pointments of the standing committees.

THE REGISTER’S REPORT. 

Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham, Register and 
Librarian of the diocese, then sub- 
mitted his. report, which showed 
several valuable donations of books 
during the year, Rev. W. Short and Dr. 
Schuyler were among those mak- 
ing donations. Dr. ham then 
tendered his resignation, which was 
accepted. Wallace Delafield read his report 
as Trea urer showing all dues paid, no debts, 
and ab alance in the treasury of $529.29. 

The report of the Treasurer of the aged and 
infirm fund was then read by Mr. Delafield, 
which ,showed a cash Dalance of 
$1,116.64. This report was adopted, as 
was the previous report of Mr. Delafield, 
and referred tothe Committee on Finance. 

The report of the trustees of church funds 
was next submitted by Mr. OC. 8. Freeborn. 
The report showed a balance of $1,122. 

THEOLOGICAL TRUST FUND. 

The report of the trustees of theological 
education funds was called for, but there was 
no report to be submitted. 

The report of the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons was called for, but was 
not ready. The report of parochial trust 
funds was read b tary Triplett and 
showed a healthy ition in that quarter. 
The report of the starrding committee of the 
diocese was read by Rev. Dr. M. Schuyler. 
A number of church matters which 
had been disposed of during the year by the 
committee was mentioned in detail in the re- 
port which was adopted. 

The committee appointed to consider the 
change in the fiscal year at this point retired 
for consultation. 

CHANGES IN THE PRAYER-BOOK. 

Rev. E. J. Robert next reada report from 
the committee on proposed change 
in the prayer · book of the 
Episcopal Church, recommending a number 
of changes. The changes are being consid- 
ered in consequence of the recommenda- 
tion of the General Assembly of the Episcopal 
Church of 1889. 

Dr. Robert took occasion to state, in read- 

gthe report where no change was recom- 

nded by the committee with re- 
gard to celebrations after marriages, 
that the committee did not see any 
good in the celebrations, but that no great 
harm could be found with the custom. For 
himself Dr. Robert had married but two 
couples where celebrations were indulged in, 
and both couples had since been divorced. 
{Laughter. ] 

The report was received and ordered 
printed in the journal or official record but 
action was deferred until the next general 
convention in 1892. 

The report oi the committee regarding 
changes in the description of the boundary 
of the diocese recommended the adoption of 
the changes suggested. The report was 
adopted. The report of the committee of 
the Retiring Clergy Fund Society was called 
for, but there was none.

VOTE FOR SENATOR CALL. 


Thé Statute Governing the Case—Antis 


Affair Was Managed at the Joint Ses- 
sion—Political News. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 27.—The seventeen 
Senators who ‘*took to the woods’’ yesterday 
morning in order to prevent Call’s re-elec- 
tion believed that in joint session it was 
necessary to have a majority of each House 
present and voting in order to legalize any 
act of the joint assembly. The statute 
which governs elections of United States 
Senators, the Call men assert, very plainly 
indicates that ‘the person who 
receives a majority of all the votes ofthe 
joint assembly (a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to both Houses being present and 
voting) shall be declared duly elected. Call, 
they say, not only received a majority ofa 
quorum, but a majority of all members 
duly elected to both Houses;’’ that is, the 
Legislature being made up of exactly 100 
members, he received 51 votes, a majority. 
It is expected that the anti-Call men will 
make an endeavor to have the election of 
Call declared illegal, but Call’s friends de- 
clare that their position is sound, and taken 
after mature consideration. 

Immediately after President Brown had de- 
clared Wilkinson Call duly elected United 
States Senator, Shine of Orange, a leading 
anti-Call man, moved that the joint assembly 
adjourn sine die. This was voted down, and 
the President appointed a committee of three 
to notify Call of his election and escort him 
to the hall of the House of Representatives. 
Subsequently Call addressed the assembly 
amid wild enthusiasm on the part of his sup- 
porters, and just after i p. m. the joint as- 


sembly adjourned sine die.

An Exciting Scene in Judge Valliant’s 

Court-Room. 
Judge Valliant’s court room was the scene 
of considerable excitement for a few minutes 
to-day.

Roderick, 
a grocer at 2900 South Broadway, 
forthe price of a copy of the mercantile 
agency’s reports for the year 1891 was on 
trial, and the defendant was on the stand tes- 
tifying as to Wm.

Shumate, who had been sittingat the Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s table, arose under a great 
stress of excitement and shouted to Mr. 
Roderick ‘‘You’re a lar, and he imme- 
diately proceeded to pull. his coat, as if 
he were in some back alley, and in- 
tended to pummel his adversary until 
he ‘‘holl*red enough. Deputy Sheriff Mur- 
phy pounded his gavel for order, and the 
witness arose from his seat and 
demanded the protection of the court. 
Judge Valliant then took a hand 
and ordered all parties to resume their seats, 
and he then imposed a fine of $10 on Mr. 
Shumate for conte! of court, 
The latter soon (cooled down, 
and apologized to th court for 
his ungentlemanly conduct, and Judge Val- 
liant, moved by the touching appeal, remit- 
ted the fine. 

Mr. Shumate is a good looking young 
man, with a fiery red mustache, 
and is employed as a solicitor 
for the Barr & Widen agency. He 
claims that he took Mr. Roderick’s subscrip- 
tion for the book, the price of which was $10, 
and Mr. Roderick, while admitting that he 
subscribed, says that he was induced to do 
it under Mr. Shumate’s misrepresentations.

A Montana Man’s Queer Exhibition of 
His Wealth in New York. 

New Tonk, May 27.—Over , O00 worth of 
silver bullion was lying in the gutter in front 
of a Broadway hotel last night. Finally it 
was picked up from the street in front of the 
Hoffman House by the fat porter of that 
establishment and put in a place of safety.

„ CROP PROSPECTS. . 


Condition of the Winter Wheat Plant in 
Western States. 

CHICAGO, III., May 27.—The Farmers’ Review 
in this week’s issue will say: Throughout 
the country the condition of winter wheat 
has not greatly changed. In some sections 
drought and insects have caused a small 
apparent decline, but this decline had been 
‘largely offset by recent copious rains. In 
Illinois seventy-three correspondents show 
the prospects for an abundant crop of winter 
wheat are still good. The average condition 
is considerably above the average. The Hes- 
sian fly has done considerable damage in 
some counties, more trouble from this cause 
being reported than from any other State. 

Indiana reports show the general condition 
of the wheat crop good. None ofthe corres- 
pondents mention the Hessian fly. 

The prospects in Ohio are good, only a few 
correspondents reporting damage from 
drouth anda late freezing. 

Winter wheat in Kentucky has been dam- 
aged by some cold weather, drouth and rust. 
Larue County reports damage from Hessian 
ny. Fifteen correspondents, however, re- 
port the condition equal to or above the 
average. 3 

Michigan crop promised to be about an 

average one. 
w The condition of Wisconsin winter wheat 
has been lowered by dry weather, but the 
late rains will undoubtedly have a beneficial 
effect. According to present appear- 
ances it will be nearlx an aver - 
age crop. In Kansas the condition 
has fallen considerably since last re- 
ports. Although the crop will be a good one, 
it has been injured considerably by recent 
dry weather. Hessian fly and chinch bugs 
ravages reported from Coffey, McPherson, 
Marion, Reno, Dickinson, Butler, Mont- 
gomery, Riley, Sedgewick, Woodson, Labette 
and Gray Counties. 

In Missouri some damage from Hessian fly 
is reported, but the prospects are good for 
more than an average crop. 

In Nebraska and Iowa the condition is 
good, Des Moines County in Iowa alone re- 
porting damage from thé Hessian fly. 

Oats are looking badly in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Kentucky. In Nebraska and Iowa 
the crop is in good condition and promises a 
full yield.
